time he was connected with the Kwangsi Students' Volunteer 
Army in its attempt to seize oontn l of the Kwangsi Provincial 
Goverment-. 

CHAWG v;ei«hsia » native of I.lpu (11U<*^15,, 24-26), Kwangsi, 

was a classmate of Lie First employed by the Kwangsi Govern^ 
ment he later followed General LI Chun^^-jen to Anhwei where he 
became Commissioner of Civil Affairs » Ho now holds tha same 
position in Kwangai- He was also ihvolv<sd in an att5riipt to 
seize the Kwangsi Governmento
